CAME HERE TO RETURN 
LINDBERGH’S VISIT 


High Officials Make Plans To 
Return Body to His 
Native 
Home—Mexico Is Grieved 


New York, July 14—(U.R)—A 
dull drizzle subdued 
Broadway 
today as Cap tain Emilio Car­ 
ranza’s body was brought back 
to the city from which he start­ 
ed his non-stop flight to Father­ 
land, his mother and his wife. 
The body was brought up this 
morning from Mt. Holy , N. J.— 
the sp ot where Carranza’s am­ 
bitious flight ended so disas­ 
trously 36 hours before 
a few 
Mex ican officials, a cortege from 
the miltary p ost at Camp 
Dix 
and a few friends accomp anied 
the body through the slate gray 
morning up the lonely New Jer­ 
sey turnp ikes. 
The hearse 
entered at the 
lower p art of the city , took an 
out of the way circuit up town, 
and then turned onto Broadway 
to stop at Camp bell’s funeral 
p arlor—in the heart of the city ’s 
gay est section and the 
same 
p arlor where Rudolp h Valenti­ 
no’s body lay in state for sev­ 
eral day s. 
How long Carranza’s body will 
be in New York is p roblemati­ 
cal. His father, Sebastian Car­ 
ranza, is here but Carranza 
is 
Mexico’s fallen hero and it is up 
to Mexico to decide when the 
body will be taken back to Mex­ 
ico City . Consul General Arturo 
Elias today 
said the Mexican 
government had urged th at the 
body

as 
quickly as p ossible, which p ro­

Carranza died in an obscure,

land, his mother and his wife. 
. The body was brought up this 
morning from Mt. Holy, N. J.— 
the spot where Carranza's am- 
bitious flight ended so disas- 
trously 36 hours before 
a few 


Mexican officials, a cortege from 
the miltary post at Camp Dix 
and a few friends accompanied 
the body through the slate gray 
morning up the lonely New Jer- 
sey turnpikes. 


The hearse entered at the 


lower part of the city, took an 
put of the way circuit up town, 
and then turned onto Broadway 
to stop at Campbell's funeral 
parlor—in the heart of the city's 
gayest section and the same 
parlor where Rudolph Valenti- 
no's body lay in state for sev- 
eral days. 
( How long Carranza's body will 
tie in New York is problemati- 
cal. His father, Sebastian "Car- 
ranza,'is here but Carranza is 
Mexico's fallen hero and it is up 
to Mexico to decide when the 
body will be taken back to Mex- 
ico City. Consul General Arturo 
Elias today said the Mexican 
government had urged that the 
body be brought 
home as 


quickly as possible, which pro- 
bably forestalls elaborate fun- 
eral plans for New York. 
. Carranza died in an obscure, 
out of the 
way New Jersey 


woodlands. 


He "had attempted to fly from 


Mexico to Washington several 
weeks ago, returning the visit 
of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh.

The success 
of the re-forestation program, 
however, has been so 
marked 


that forest engineers now be- 
lieve that the supply will be in- 
exhaustible. 


The logged-off lands are being 


planted with mixtures of red- 
woods, lower lands and Portland 
Orford cedar or spruce, on the 
higher levels. The mixed plant- 
ing is made because if disease 
ever attacks the trees it never 
takes such a heavy toll in a 
mixed forest as it does when the 
trees are all of one variety. 


Two -crops" will be taken off 


•the re-forested areas. After 25 
years the first -crop," will be 
thinned out leaving the stronger 
trees more air and light 
for 


their final^ development. 
This 


first cutting will not be fit for 
commercial lumber but will be 
converted into poles and pulp 
wood. The major crop will be cut 
when the trees are from 45 to 
60 years old, after which 
the 


reforestation cycle may again 
b e resumed. ^

The larger 
supply in turn, the bureau adds, 
is probably explained by

much lower volume of industrial 
employment which has prevailed 
during the first six months of 
1928, thus releasing more labor 
for the farms.

pages, in small type, the officials expected to 
educate the voters as to their suffrage rights. 
Few people will ever take the time to read those 


_ laws. 


In Bush county there is not an election but 


what people are confused because of the num- 
erous changes that take place every time the 
legislature meets. 


There are so many laws and regulations 


governing registration and voting, that half the 
citizens do not know whether they are entitled 
to go to the polls or not, or whether they can 
vote after they get there. Result, fewer arid 
fewer people take part in elections. 


In many precincts almost no one votes but 


the election officers, the judges and clerks; and 
the cost of elections has run up as high as a 
dollar per ballot cast and counted. Some of the 
eastern states have even more voluminous laws 
and regulations. 


Manhood and womanhood suffrage has be- 


come a thing of the past, and legislatures are 
trying to hold fewer elections, and hold all gen- 
eral and local elections on the same day. Mul- 
tiplicity of lawmaking and regulations tend to 
break down popular government.

Crabs, Cocktails And Coolness 


•ROM the deep^, blue waters of 


the Atlantic, from the Pacific, 
from Japan, comes crab meat 


to grace your summer dishes. Fresh 
and cool in flavor, caught and can- 
ned at just the proper moment' of 
maturity, these crustaceans form 
one of the most popular components 
to use in cooling cocktails. 


An interesting description of crab 


meat canning as it is carried on in 
the Chesapeake Bay district is given 
n the Encyclopedia of Food. Small 
joats stationed out in the bay do 
the fishing and at stated times a 
arger boat collects their catches and 
takes them to the factory. "There 
the crabs are carefully assorted, and 
any that may have died during the 
trip are thrown out.
